THEIRON TRADE, 


The Most ‘Favorable Ontlook for Years in 
Fittaburg. 

Pirrssprre, Pa., August 17.—The outlook in 
the iron trade has not been more favorable for 
a number of years than it is at present. Signs 
of improvement sre coming to the surface 
évery day, and manufacturers are beginning 
to concede that the black manile of depression 
is being gradually lified from the staple in- 
dustries of Pittsburg. Ordersare increasing 
rapidly and many mills are running on double 
time. The worst feature at present 
is the strike among the 
pailers, which from present indications, 
does not look as if an amicable solution of the 
difficulty was near at hand. The manu- 
facturers have decided to ignore the nailers 
until the Jaiter accept their terms, while the 
nailers still present a determined front in 
their demand for last year’s scale. One thing 
noticeable asa result of the suspension of 
operations, is the diminished stock of spikes 
on band. .

SMALLPOX IN MONTREAL. 


A Oranky Doctor Who Opposes Vaccination 
—Deciares Vaccine Dangerous, 

MontreaL, August 17.—There were forty- 
three interments here last week of persons 
who had died of smallpox. The health oflicer 
tcday received one hundred points of pure 
animal vaccine from Boston. Since Saturday 
three patients have been discharged from the 
civic hospital, and two admitted. Of 133 pa- 
tients admitted to the hospital, seventy-three 
were vaccinated. Doctor Alexander Ross has 
issued a circular tothe public, advising pa- 
rents not to allowtheir children to be vacci- 
pated, ss vaccination is not only unnatural, 
filihy and unclean but positively dangerous 
to health and life.

RASCALITY IN TEXAS. 


A HUGE STEAL SHOWN TO EXIST 
SOMEB WV’ HBRE, 


The State Loses Two Million Dollars in Grazing 
Taxes Through the Design of Certain Parties 
—The War of the Newspapers Upon 
Some Distinguished Citizens, 


Gatveston, August17.—Ata meeting of the 
state land board last Tuesday, a resolution 
was passed whereby the board agreed to“fully 
exonerate, acquit, release, and nold harmless 
from all pains and penalties, suits, costs, pro- 
ceeding damages and liabilities, against the 
Gelveston News for, or an account of anything 
tmsy publish touching any member of the 
board in the arangement of the landed affairs 
of Texas.” 

The News 
possessed certain damaging infor- 
mation touching the management 
of the state lands, which it feared to publish 


because of an exceedingly stringent libel law 
which gagged the press of Texas. By reason 
of this law, under the recent adverse decision 
of the supreme court of Texas, the proprietors 
of the News have just paid $10,000; hence 
their desire to be insured. In its issue of yes- 
terday the News opened out on the land board 
by reviewing its work. The paper now makes 
the claim that the board, by its neglect and 
mismanagement, bas lost tothe school fund 
of the state the sum of $1,750,000, whieh 
should have been collected under law from 
the cattle men during the past eighteen 
months. The News says that in February, 
1884, an act wes passed directing the land 
board to appoint grass commissioners, 
whose duties should be to ascertain by con- 
stant inspection the area of free grass belong- 
ing to the state, and being oecupied by cattle- 
men without leases of any character. Uader 
this law the occupiers of such lands were com- 
pelled to pay an occupation tax. Twenty 
million acres ot free grass land of this charac- 
ter have been constantly grazed upon since 
the passage of the law, yet the land board only 
last week appointed and sent outthe grass 
commissioney, upon whose reports only the 
tax could be collected. The law makes no 
provision for back taxes, hence the state has 
lost nearly $2,000,000, which has simply 
remained in the pocketsjof the cattlemen. 

In making these statements the News, in 
one breath, acquits the members of the land 
board of intentional wrong, but in the next 
breath it says: 

This loss of $1,750,000 was not accidental, and 
rot being accidental, it is presumably the result 
of intelligent design.

She re- 
mindea his lordshi p of the fervor of his love- 
making on board the steamer, the tender and 
love-laden sentences addressed by him to her 
daughter whileunder the influence of her 
smiles, were brought back to him verbatim, 
and numerous other circumstances connected 
with the venerable lover’s briet wooing which 
might have a certain degree of influence 
upon a jury were mentioned as reasoas why 
she should become the mother-in-law of the 
lord chief justice of England. The 
austere jurist, whose very glance has 
often sllenced the voices of eminent advocates, 
and filled with terror the hearts of culprits, 
was powerless to dislodge the match- making 
mamma from her position, and finally, being 
contronted with the alternative of an action 
for breach of promise, yielded, stipulating, 
however, that the marriage should take place 
secretly. That stipulation being a very ua- 
important detail in the estimation of the lady 
whose geze was fixed upon the end rather 
than the means, it was readily assented to. 

COLERIDGE’S BRIDE. 

A license was obtained and in the back 
parlor of the bride’s house, number 42 Victo- 
ria road, Kensington, Miss Amy Augusta 
Jackson Lawford became Lady Coleridge, wife 
of the highest judiciel officer in England. 
Two clergymen trom St. Mary Abbots church, 
Kensington, officiated at the ceremony. An 
altar was erected for the occasion onthe door- 
way leading from the back parlor to a small 
couservatory. The room in which the 
matriage took place is only nine 
feet square, and its occupants, 
besides the clergymen and the contracting 
parties, were Mrs. Baring Lawford, the bride’s 
mother, Mr. Lawiord, her brother, and Miss 
F. Lawford. ‘The reom was decorated with 
bric-a been, end its furniture was of an antique 
pattern. The bride wore a vilver gray satin 
Gress, trimmed with brocaded velvet of a 
darker shade. The wedding breakfast was 
served ina room adjoining the one in which 
the marriage occurred, and the couple left 
on the four o’clock train for Petersfield, 
where they occupied rooms at the Dol- 
phin bote]. After dinner they drove with 
a cerriage and pair to Elborne and back, and 
today they made a similar excursion to Mid- 
hurst. Lord Coleridge’s arrangements to pre- 
gerve secrecy in bis own household were 
elaborate and successful. Every member of 
hie family was ignorant of the marriage, and 
when a cable news reporter called to verify, 
it possible, the rumor that the wedding had 
taken place, he was laughed at. He peraisted 
in his inquiry, and was told that there was 
positively no truth in the rumor; that the 
marriage Was impossible and the report an 
outrage. 

THE STORY RUN Dowg. 

Telegrams were sent to Lord Coleridge, but 
no replies were received, and the clergymen 
who were said tohave performed the cere- 
mony declined to speak upon the subject. 
Determined to run the story down, the re- 

orter called at the residence of Mrs. Baring 

awford. He was received very courteously, 
but could obtain no information until he in- 
formed the lady that the fact of the 
marriage was well known, but 
that e had called to secure an 
absolutely correct account of the affair. * This 
statement unnerved thelady fora moment, 
but she soon recovered her composure and re- 
lated the story substantially as above de- 
scribed. Lord Coleridge, she said, insisted 
upon the matter being kept secret for a week, 
and was particularly anxious that his son 
ehould not know of it. Inthe room in which 
the reporter was received were scores of 
boxes packed and addressed, “containing 
wedding cake,” and upon a table in the cen- 
ter of the room were several large dishes of 
cake ready to be packed in the large number 
of empty boxes which were piled up on one 
end of the sideboard. Lord Coleridge’s wife 
is not an American, as has been reported, but 
an English woman, though she has traveled 
extensively in America. She is the daughter 
ot the late Henry Baring Lawford, who was 
for many years connected with the Bengal 
civil tervice.

THE COLD LAKE MURDER 


———————Oeeoeree 
A NOTED CASBON TRIAL IN CAMP- 
BELL COUNTY. 


Bud Mcody ard Lige Rogers Called up for the 
Allegea Muréer of Jim Mapp-The Story 
of the Murder—The RBeeult of the 
Triel-Tne Two Men Accused, 


FAIRBURN, Ga, August 17,—[Special.] Superior 
court adjourned here Saturday. The case of the 
state ys Bud Moody and Lige Rogers, murder, was 
called last Tuesday. The defense severed, and the 
state put Moody on trial. The trial lasted till 
Saturday afternoon, whem the jury returned a 
verdict of mot cuilty. The state was represented 
by Solieitor General H. M. Reid and C. 8, Reid; 
the defense by John V. Edge, of Douglasville, T. 
W. Latham, George Latham and 8, R. Freeman, of 
Fairburn, and L. 7, Rosser, of Atlanta, The mur- 
der charged was'the killing of the negro found in 
the Cold lake in June last. Rogers will not be 
tried till next February. 

THE STORY OF THE MURDER, 

On June 9 word was brought to Fairburn that 
@ man’s dead body had been round in the lake on 
the lands of Mr. Josey G. Smith. The seguel 
showed one of the most horrible mufders Enown 
to criminal annals. The victim in thie case wa:a 
negro named Jim Mapp, end the men charged 
with the perpetration of the crime were ‘Bud’’ 
Moody and Elijah Rogers, two moonshiners, Five 
miles northwest of Red Oak,in a rough, rugged 
and knotted section of country, down between 
high-reachivg hills, runs Camp creek, On 
a place owned by Mr. Josey G, Smith 
there lies, hidden by hills, adensely wooded glen 
through which the creek once ran. About thirty 
years ago the course of the stream was Changed by 
ditching, and the old bed filled up at either end 
until it formed a basin about one hundred and 
filty yards long by thirty feet wide, and from 
three to ten feet deep. Thisis now, and has long 
been known as “Cold Lake.’’ It is shaded by 
large overhanging trees. lis water is dank, 
dark and muddy, and its appearance 
is very forbidding. The lake is in 
such an outofthe-way place that humanity 
sbups its banks, and its water isseldom troubled 
save by the slimy denizens of its murky depths, A 
more fitting place to concea! the victim of a mid- 
night murder could not easily te found, 

THE BAUNTS OF MOONSHINERS, 

Hidden away in the mountain fastnesses round 
ebout Cold Lake, the smoke of stills floats up 
through tree tops and dispersesin fleecy vapors 
npon the midnight air. These hills have long 
been known as the haunts of moonshiners, 

One afternoon, Ben Kelly, a son of Mr. M. G. 
Kelly, washunting crows in the neighborhood of 
Cold Lake, when he perceived that the atmosphere 
was laden with a foulodor. He approached the 
lake, when the stench became almost intolerable, 
This set bim to investigating, aud he soon found 
the body of a man ftioating in the water, The 
head wes thrown back, the feet hanging down, 
and only the breast wae above the surface of the 
water. Ben carried the news to his father, 
and Mr. Kelly summoned some of his neighbors, 
and by the use of hoes, sticks, etc,, the body was 
drawn from its watery grave and placedon the 
ground. The body was badly decomposed, aud 
the parts of the flesh not protected by clothing 
showed plainly that much ofthe man had been 
made food for fish and turtles. Coroner Mobley 
was notified, and he repaired to the scene, where 
he proceeded to hold an inquest. The jury 
were about to giveup the hope of ever finding 

utanything about the afiair, when by some 
means it was imparted to them. that 
Dick Morris, a reputed moonshiner, could throw 
gome light on the subject. The coroner dis- 
patched a bailiff after Morris, whosoon appeared 
pefore the jury. Up to this timethe theory had 
been pursued that the murdered man was.a for- 
eigner and a pedler.

The Human Nature in the Qaestion—An 
Interesticg Paper 

With many temperance people, the support of 
prohibition is a matter of feeling. “The cry of 
woman's heart’ fs init; and as Elizabeth Cleve 
land lately pointed out, thecry has a power that 
cutweighs argument. With the liquor dealers’ 
opposition to prohibition is simply a matter of 
dojlarsand cents Over and beyond these narrow 
er views, there is a philosophy of the subject 
which takes into the account the past and the 
future of the race, and which deals with the 
established tendencies of human natare andof 
institutions. To fermulate that philosophy 
biieBy and succinctly is the object of thie article. 
THE BARROCOM A MODERN ARTIFICIAL INSTITUTION. 

The world lived throughout the centuries pre 
ceding the Christsan era and for seventeen centu- 
riet afierwerds without a barroom. When Jesus 
of Ne zareth, the great teacher, was on earth, he 
went about among all classes and in all the cities 
and towns and country of Palestine. He saw all 
iorms of human wickedness, but he never saw-a 
saicon. Hesaw all torms of hrmansinand deg- 
racation, but he neversaw a é@runkard. Drunok- 
enners has existed sporadically since the days of 
Noeb, but the great mocern patented and 
warranted process forthe manufacture of drinkers 
is not over two hundred years old. Mr. Lecky 
describes its origin in the seventeenth century 
The licensesystem then sowed the prolific seeds 
of the vast harvest of intemperance by setting up 
and multiplying the gia shops of England. 

THE HUMAN NATURE IN THE QUESTION. 

The theory of prohibition does not blink the 
fact that stimulants have been knewa and used 
among all peoples, nor that this use has been ex- 


cessive in many cas€s, and has produced intoxica- 
tion But when human nature has been 
eit to itself, what has been the result? 
We have only tolook to ancient history for an 
answer to this question. In the absence o! drink: 
ing pisces sanctioned by law and established for 
ibe purpose of making men drius as much as 
possible, so as to make as much money as po3si- 
ble, drunkenness has been com parktivels uacom- 
mon, and public opinion has made it odious, Tae 
laws even of savage tribes have everywhere been 
severe against intemperate drinking—the penalty 
in some cases being death Turning to the more 
cultivated nations-of antiquity, we find that ia 
ipdia severe punishments were inflicted upon 
diunkennets, A man who drank to ex 
cess Was prohibited from marrying. 
(Mocern legislation could hardly improve ou 
that) In Atbens, the Greek gentlemau always 
mixed his ight wine with water. Intoxication 
Gepiived a citizen of political privileges. In 
Sparta, it was necessary to mauufacture a lot of 
Orungards once a year, soas to exhibit them to 
the Spartan youths as object lessons in temper. 
ance. Accordingly, a number of helots or slaves 
was chosen; drins was forced down their throats, 
and in the disgusting beastliness of intoxication, 
they were exhibited to the boys of Spirte as warn- 
ipgs.

tbat little realm derives his revenue from the 
4 pe ndid zambling ssloons which he licenses, 
liow does the gamb/ing iu Mouvaco compire with 
ipe gambling of Atianta? Nobody denies there is 


some gamblingin Atianta, but how does it con 


rare with what wou'd exist, if two bundred li 
censed gambling saloons were set upali over toe 
city? Jt would compare lust as the amount ol 
drivking would compare under prohibition aud 
liceuse. 

MCDERN POMPEII, 

Another illustration may be taken from a ten- 
dency or passion of human nature, which is far 
wore ubivereal in its operation than the tendency 
to use intoxicants. Werefer to that which in its 
improper exercise makes what is 
called the social vice. The recent 
excavations in the city of Pom peil 
show that in its last degenerate days this vice was 
licensed openiyin that ill-starred city. It was 
shamelessly advertised. Its places of resort were 
along the public thoroughfares; signs were over 
the doors; screens furnished the halfconceaiment 
which is the promptiag of prurient appetite. And 
what was tbe result? it is unfit to be described 
in language. Kyven the books written for the eyes 
of Jearpea secbolars alone are compelled to silence. 

‘4 his, Messre, Editors, is what the liquor license 
system does for modern society. Ii there 
be in buman nature mn tendency 
to use stimulants, ali observation shows that tae 
tendency, when it is left without the incitement 
and reminder of asaloon atevery glance of the 
eve, is easily controlied. The towns Of St. 
Jobpsbury, Vermont, and Pallman, Illinois, have 
never hed a bar-room,and consequently very 
jitule drinking. No police court and no use fora 
iail. Society and the state, to say the least, owe it 
to the drinking tendency of human nature (a ten: 
dency which really bas been much exaggerated) to 
give it a fair exemption from unnatural and 
artificial temptations. 

These tacts are those which have doomed the 
license system, It is guilty, at the bar of Godand 
humanity, of this great crime; that it creates, 
fosters, solicits, incites, stimulates, and multiplies 
intemperance. The open barroom holds the whisky 
glass to every Man's lipsat every Coruer Its 8. 
Cia) usages of treating, established by itself, doudle 
and quadruple the prom ptings to iuduigence. It 
turus every town and city inwo a Monaco and @ 
Pompeii of the drinking vice. These are 
the facts which give the terror Ga! truth 
to tre denunciations which have been 
heaped upon the traffic, as now carri “ion. Lord 
Chesterfield first said, (surely not from any over: 
pionsstandpoint}: ‘Vice, my lords, ts not pro- 
periy to betaxed, but to be suppressed; auy 
peavy taxes are sometimes the only meaus by 
which that suppression can be attained. Luxur; 
my lords, may very properly be taxed. But tne 
use of these things which are simply hurtful— 
hurtful in their own nature, and in every degrees 
—is to be probibited. If their liquors are s9¢ eli. 
cious that the people are tempted to theirown 
destruction, let us at length, my lords, secure 
them from these fatal draughts by bursting the 
vials tbat contain them. Let us 
check these artists in human 
slaughter, which have reconciled their ocountry- 
men to sickness and to ruin, and spread over the 
pitfalls of debauchery such baits as cannot be re- 
sisted. When I consider, my lords, the tendency 
of this bill, I find it caicalated only for the pro- 
pegation of disease, the suppression of industry, 
ané the destruction of mankind. For the pur- 
pose, my lords. what could have been invented 
more efficacious than shops at which poison may 
be vended: poison so prepared as to please the

SENATOR P. M. 8tTTon, of Iowa, who recently 
isitedGeorgia to study the temperance situation, 
has returned home. He gavesucha glowing ac- 
count of the workings of our local option sys- 
tem that many of his lowa readers are incredulous. 
Une of them wrote to Senator Sutton asking him 
these questions: “Do not the democratic leaders 
of the south freely use intoxicating liquors, and 
have them in their houses and on their plantas 
tions, even though they advocate shutting up the 
grogshop? Isit not prohibition for the negroes 
and poor whiies and [ree whisky ior others?’’ In 
reply Mr. Sutton wrote: ‘The prohibition laws of 
the south are aimed at thesaloons and against 
drunkenness among all classes. They are not in- 
tended for the blacks any more than the whites. 
During the month I traveled in the south I dia 
not see adrunke Aan, not one, There are less 
saioonus im Georgia than in Iowa, less saloons in 
vtorgia than in Kansas, and 1 think very few, il 
any more saloons in South (arolina than in Maine. 
The fourteen southern § states I visited have 
doubled the amount of prohibition (well estab- 
lished and enforced) than the entire north. They 
have about 400 entire counties and enough pre- 
cincts tomakea hundred counties more. Yet 
prohibition has never had the indorsement ofa 
southern political convention, aud ild not 
Carry a single southern state as a state issue. If 
northeru prohibitionists had made prohibition 
non-partisan and made the fight by counties in- 
stead of states, asthe south has done, we might 
have today the Counties in cvery 
northern étate,and nearly ever, county in very 
many oithe states.’’ One poiut in this is rather

A LINCOLN COUNTY MAGISTRATE, 


Interesting Anecdotes about Him that Are 
Recalled in the Neighborhood, 
From the Savannah News. 

In Lincoln county many years ago there 
was @ little village by the name of Wrighis- 
boro, named for Sir James Wright, colonial 
governor of Georgia. The village hada jus- 
tice of the peace by the name of Wright, who 
was an autocrat in his way. He had a great 
contempt for young lawyers, whom he called 
“squirts,” for he wanted them to understand 
that young fellows could not teach him law. 

On one occasion a merchant employed a 
young lawyer, and he had to appear before 
Justice Wright. The lawyer made his argu- 
ment, and Justice Wright, after liquoring the 
ury, “charged them to go out and find for the 
defendant, as he had.”’ 

The lawyer remonstrated with him for his 
arbitrary charge, when he said: ““By——, 
you need not make such a fuss about your ac- 
count; I kill notes in my court sometimes as 
dead as ——!”’ 

WHAT HE DID TO A BROTHER JUSTICE. 

On one occasion a neighboring justice bav- 
ing sued Justice Wright, he went with the 
constable to see the writ served, whereupon 
Wright whipped the plaintiff,justice and the 
constable. 3 

The two departed and walked about a ile 
without saying a word, when the constable 
said to the justice: ‘Squire Wright is rather 
snappish this morning.” 

On another oceasiona horse was levied on 
and claimed in ’Squire Wright’s court, when 
he decided that the execution had no lien on 
it, “because the horse was older than the exe- 
cution.”’ 

CANNOT FORGIVE. 

On another occasion a kinsman of Justice 
Wright had a law suit with him, but ne hated 
bim so bitterly that he could not forgive him. 
Coming under a “conviction” at camp meet- 
ing, he could not “get throu b become 
converted. A preacher told fim, 43 2 peni- 
tent, he must love God more e world 
and forgive all his enemies. The penitent 
thought over the matter. He called upon the 
minister and said: ““Mr. Adams, I have made 
up my mind to go to h—l, for I cannot forgive 
Zeke Wright nor 
Horton.” 

Good WARRANT. 

Judge Garnett Andrews, when & young 
lawyer, had a case before Justice Wright, and 
knowing his character, tells this story on 
himeelf: 

“-T opened the case by saying that the wer- 
rant had been issued py the learned Justice 
Wright, whose known accuracy had forbade 
that any exception should be taken to 1.”

THE RAILROADS. 


THE LATEST DEVELOPMENTS OF 
THE LINES. 


The Viret Railroad fh America—The Railroads of 
Aisbame—The Tamps Railway—B8rown’se Bo- 
nanbze~The Aisbama Great Southern 
Local and General Railroad Notes. 


‘‘In the course of a paper read before the Frank- 
lin institute at St, Louis, bearing the title, 
‘Transportation Facilities oi the Past and Present, 
Mr, Barnet LeVan corrects the commonly received 
statement that the Granite railread, built at Quin- 
cy, Mass., in 1827 by Gridley Bryant for transport- 
ing stones to the Bunker Hill monument from the 
granite quarries of Quincy, was the first railroad 
built in the United States. On this point 
be presents interesting testimony to prove 
that, far irom being the first, tha Granite 
railroad was really only the fourth in order of 
prececence in the United States. ‘‘Railroads,”’ 
he says, “were first introduced in Pennsylvania 
In September, 1809, the first experimental track in 
the United States was laid out by John Thomson, 
the father of George Edgar Thomson, who was 
alterward the president of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road company, civil engineer of Delaware county, 
Pa.,and constructed under his direction by 
somerville, a Scotch millwright, for Thomas 
Leiper, oi Philadelphia. It was i80 feet 
in length, and graded '4 inches 
to the yard. The gauge was four feet,and the 
sleepers eight feetapart. Theexperiment with a 
loaded car Was so successful that Leiper inthe 
Same year caused the first practical railroad in the 
United States to be constructed for the trans: 
portation of stone from his quarries on Crum creek 
to his landing on Ridley creek, in Delaware coun- 
ty, Pennsylvania, a distance of about one mile. 
Jt continued in use for nineteen years. Some of 
the Original foundations, consisting of rock in 
which holes were drilled and afterward plugged 
with wood to receive the spikes for holding the 
sieepers in place, nay be seen to this day.’’

amounting, all told, to only $130,000. lt will be 
ecen that the number of passengers carried about 
equals the popuilstion of the state.

Mayor Hillyer Has to Say. 

Luring the session of the géneral council yes- 
teraay afternoon a resolution was adopted instruc 
tinge the city engineer to meke a survey of the 
water shedsso that the bydraulic engineer wheu 
be arrives can proceed at once with his work. 

Mayor Hillyer and Mr. May, the junier conun- 
Cilman from the fourth ward, ttated to the 
couvell that their trip to the north to investigate 
waterworks had proven satisfactory, and bad cone 
vineed them that Atlanta s condition was by no 
means a boy eless ove. 

Aiter the council had adjourned Mayor Hillyer, 
in respouse to a CONSTITUTION reporter’s inquiry,

to keep pace with her crowth. Thecities north, 
allofthem visited by the committee, were en- 
gased in extending their waters 
works. And there was more 
or less complaint in each instance relative to the 
quality of the water, and in my opinion it isim 
ae for either Baltimore, Philadelphia o¢ 

rooklyn to get really pure water. For instance 
the valiey of the Schuylkill is inhabited by a pop 
ulation of 200,000 or more people, and it is idie to 
talk about the drainage from that vally beius 
unexceptionable as drinking water, They are 
uow talking of abandoning the Schuylku! 
an C PUMPIDS altogether from the Delaware river. 
The Delaware isa larger river, and water some- 
what purer than the Schuylkill, but as mining 
operations extend, and population increases in

grow up in trees and grass, aud then the streams 
will be clear like they were when the Indians 
were here. In short by the system contemplated 
Atlanta will have better water than any other 
city except those situated on the 
great lakes, and [am ready to hazard my opin 
ion and my reputation that such water could, be 
procured in all needed abundence,”’ y) he

‘The watershed along the Chattahoochee is 
not by any means the only one avallable within 
the city’s reach for this purpose. Butif difficul- 
ties should be met with in obtaining the hat ta- 
hoochee water power, or necessary privileges 
in that locality, the head waters of both prongs 
of the Peachtree creek are in reach, and water 
eually good, or betterin that locality, contigu- 
ous te Stone mountain, namely, the upper part of 
Peachtree valley, is more inviting even than the 
otber, because its elevation is oo and the 
pumping would be cheaper. The systems bere 
indicate are thore within the reach of, and con- 
templated by the bill already introduced 
by the legislature. Though that 
dill is broad and flexible n

THE SUNDAY ORDINANCE AMEND- 
ED AND CHANGED, 


The Meat Man and the Vegetable, Fish and Melon 
MenOan Keep Open Doors on Sunday Uniti! 
8 O'clock A, M,-A Liv@y Discussion 
Productéd in the Courcil Chamber, 


The butcher and the vegetable and melon 


| dealer will keep his place of business open 
| next Sundey until eight o’clock. 


This change wee brought about by the gen- 
council yesterday afternoon notwith- 
ending the vielent opposition of Mr. Beatie, 


\the gentleman who introduced and secured the 
Wadoption of the ordinance closing the meat 


stalie, 

Mr. Beatie was not alone in his opposition 
tothe partial repeal of his Sunday beef ordi- 
nance. He was assisted, by Messrs, McAfee, 
Mey, Middlebrooke and Kirkpatrick. 

Karly in the session the ordinance com- 
mittee presented an ordinance prohibiting the 
saie of liquor in quarts or larger quantities. 


The ordinance was in complience with a reso- 
lution mtroduced by Mr. Beatie at the last ses- 
sion of the general council. It was referred 
to the police committee. 

THE FIRST FUN. 

The same committee presented an ordinance 
prohibiting — from attending the police 
court session. Mr. McAfee did not like the 
ordinence, end, rising, seid: 

“] think we are the goodliest council At- 
lanta has ever had. Weare the most moral 
set of law makers inthe world, and we are 
making a laughing stock of ourselves. Just 
listen to this,” and the gentleman took from 
his pocket a Constitution. He opened‘<it, and 
seying, “if we could my see ourselves as Oth- 
ere ceeus. Listen.”” Hethen read: 

The city council of Atianta has prohibited the 
sele of beefon Sunday. The next thing you hear 
they will prohibit people from attending church 
on sunday. That council is entirely too good for 
this worid. They oughttodona pair oi white 
wings, procure a golden harp, perch thems¢eives 
on & silver peak oi cumulus cloud and sing and 
play “Sweet Violets,’’ or ‘A Boy’s Best Friend is 
His Mother,’’ to the angels.
